‘Crack  Down’  Begins  . . . 

Officers  List  New  Violations 
Of  University  Traffic  Code 

Four  new  violations  subject  to  fines  were  added  this  week  to 
the  Brigham  Young  University  traffic  code,  it  was  announced  by 
Captain  Leonard  E.  Christensen,  BYU  traffic  officer. 

Officers  will  begin  “cracking  down”  on  drivers  with  noisy  cars, 
and  those  who  drive  or  park  on  sidewalks  and  lawns  and  park  over- 

time  in  restricted  zones,  Capt. 

Christensen  said. 

To  Discourage  Violators 
These  violations  became  serious 
fall  quarter,  according  to  Capt. 
Christensen,  and  he  hopes  to  dis- 
courage them  to  a large  extent 
by  concentrating  on  fining  viola- 
tors. 

Fine  for  operating  a vehicle 
with  excessive  noise  will  be  $2. 
Capt.  Christensen  pointed  out 
that  the  violation  covers  horn 
blowing  and  shouting  as  well  as 
loud  pipes  or  mufflers.  This  viol- 
ation became  serious  to  produc- 
tion in  the  motion  picture  studio 
last  quarter,  he  said,  when  sever- 
al scenes  had  to  be  “reshot”  be- 
cause of  someone  “gunning  a 
motor”  in  the  middle  of  an  im- 
portant line. 

Keep  Off  the  Lawns 
Students  arrested  for  driving 
or  parking  on  sidewalks  will  be 
fined  $3  and  anyone  driving  or 
parking  on  lawns  will  be  charged 
$5.  Overtime  parking  fine  is  $1. 

Driving  on  lawns  and  side- 
walks is  essentially  an  after  dark 
misdemeanor,  Capt  Christensen 
said.

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Printing-A  Vital  Industry 


America’s  750,000  printers  and  their  associates 
in  allied  industries,  including  employees  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University’s  oWn  Y Press,  this  week 
are  celebrating  their  annual  “National  Printing 
Week.’’ 

Many  scholars  have  declared  that  printing  is 
the  greatest  of  all  inventions.  However  that  may 
be,  it  must  be  conceded  that  printing  has  had  a 
most  powerful  effect  upon  the  civilization  of  the 
world.  In  days  of  the  Reformation,  after  the  first 
Bibles  had  been  printed,  the  Vicar  of  Croydon  in 
Surrey,  England,  declared  from  the  pulpit,  “We 
must  root  out  printing,  or  printing  will  root  out  us.” 

Since  those  early  days,  when  Bible  reading  was 
considered  a crime,  this  reading  has  been  taught 
as  a duty  Which  every  man  owes  to  his  faith  and  to 
God.  Indeed,  the  counsel,  “seek  ye  out  of  the  best 
books  words  of  wisdom,”  would  be  impossible  of 
achievement  were  it  not  for  the  craftsmanship  of 
printers  the  world  over. 


Realizing  their  responsibility  and  privilege  to  be 
the  means  for  universal  distribution  of  printed 
knowledge  arid  entertainment,  printers  are  contin- 
ually seeking  mechanical  and  artistic  perfection  in 
their  work.  Their  importance  may  be  measured  in 
part  by  the  fact  that  the  printing  industry  is  fifth 
in  industrial  importance,  third  in  number  of  es- 
tablishments and  eighth  in  salaries  and  wages. 

But  evert  more  important  is  the  output  of  this 
vast  industry.  Historians  record  that  in  the  last  30 
years  of  the  fifteenth  century,  10,000  books  and 
pamphlets  were  published  in  Europe.  Contrast  that 
With  today’s  production  of  12,000  annual  new  book 
titles,  1,500  daily  newspapers,  9,950  weekly  papers, 
or  700  periodicals,  not  to  mention  the  hundreds  of 
other  forms  of  printing  that  affect  our  lives  nearly 
every  waking  moment. 

We  join  the  printers  in  their  observance  by  con- 
gratulating them  for  their  contributions  to  our 
well-being.

Sh-Boom  May  Be  Needled  Key 
To  Devastating  Athletic  Power

Students  of  American  History 
were  elated  this  week  by  news 
of  the  recovery  of  a priceless 
memento  of  the  struggle  for 
American  freedom. 

In  1607  the  citizenry  of  James- 
town under  the  direction  of  Cap- 
tain John  Smith  obtained  a can- 
non which  had  been  cast  at  the 
celebrated  Italian  Foundry  at 
Modena.  This  weapon  was  the 
only  model  of  an  experimental 
design  which  though  small  in 
size  was  capable  of  devastating 
destruction.

The  Civil  War  was  going 
badly  and  the  Southern  States 
were  succeeding  in  their  strug- 
gle. At  last  the  Northern  armies 
faced  their  foes  at  Gettysburg  in 
a final  effort  to  prevent  the 
Southern  armies  from  overrun- 
ning the  great  cities  of  the 
North. 

Sh-Boom  was  employed  by 
the  North  and  again  the  bat- 
tle was  won.  Sh-Boom  disap- 
peared after  this  battle  but 
Yankee  soldiers  took  heart 


and  went  on  to  victory  in  the 
war. 

There  has  been  much  conjec- 
ture for  the  past  90  years  among 
historians  as  to  the  fate  of  this 
great  American  weapon.  But  no 
amount  of  research  disclosed  its 
hiding  place. 

A few  days  ago  some  bright! 
young  students  were  visiting  Dr. 
Stewart  Grow  of  the  Department 
of  Political  Science.  They  discow! 
ered  Dr.  Grow  had  been  using 
Sh-Boom  as  a doorstop  in  his  of- 
fice, and  although  supposedly^ 
well-versed  in  American  historrc] 
had  no  idea  of  its  value.

They  hope  that  the  cannon  will 
continue  to  enjoy  its  illustrious^ 
tradition  of  victory  in  its  service 
to  BYU.

Dr.  Ariel  Williams,  Brigham 
Young  University  health  officer, 
advised  all  students  to  have  free 
chest  X-rays  when  the  state’s 
X-ray  unit  is  on  campus  Jan.  31- 
Feb.  18,  because  “early  detection 
is  necessary  for  a cure.”

Ready-made  patent  medicines 
are  useless  and  there  is  no  suc- 
cessful vaccine,  he  warned. 

“Anyone  can  catch  TB,  but 
people  who  live  in  crowded  places 
and  whose  diet  is  poorly  balanced 
are  most  susceptible,”  according 
to  Dr.  Williams.
